•solar apex, beginning with that of 


* Professor Kopold of Kiel, who was 
'. -the first to bring to light in 190S the 
- systematic error which has been In- 


troduced in all previous determina- 
"tions of this point. 


It is clear that this error might be- 


come considerable if while the sun 
-•were moving toward the apes of its 
own path it were also part of a swarm 
of stars moving with it. 
The rede- 


termination of the 
direction of the 


sun's patb. among the stars has been 
^accompanied by a new investigation 
-of the speed at which the solar sys- 
-rtem moves in space. 
The new inves- 


-tigation, which has only been under- 
-taken systematically since the begin- 
•ning of the century, depends for its 
-results on the application of the prin- 
ciple ihat the wave Icngih of a ray 
of light must alter according as the 


- source of light is moving toward or 
-away from the observer. 
To apply 


-3t to the particular problem before us 
it becomes necessary to compare the 
radial movements of a lars;e number 
of stars situated in the direction fol- 
lowed by the sun with the 
radial 


movements of the stars which the 
solar system is leaving behind.

movements of 
departure 
would be 


•dominant in the second. By striking 
•a mean, relatively to the movements 
of the stars employed in the calcu- 
lation, the speed of movement of the 
solar systpm might be 
arrived at.

'If Vega were no farther away than 
cur nearest neighbor Alpha Centauri. 
the sun would reach its goal in 70.000 
years at latest, or 55.000 years at 
earliest. But Vega i? nearly six times 
&s far away, and the sol?r anex will 
not therefore be reached for sorao 
400.000 years.

The fish, flosh and fowl of Labrador, 


writes Dr. Grciilull in the Wide World, 
have been exploited to the last degree, 
and no scintific or practical effort has 
bcou made for their protection or re- 
habilitation. Our auks, curlew, ducks 
and many other birds have become 
either extinct or dangerously deplet- 
ed. 
Our deer, owing to forest lives 


caused by carelessness and unrestrict- 
ed slaughter by Indians, as well as 
white settlers, have so far diminished 
as to bring semi-starvation to doors 
where once there was always plenty. 
The destruction 
of seal herds has 


brought families once affluent to mis- 
erable poverty. For some reason our 
unrivaled herring and mackerel have 
left us altogether. The salmon catch 
is only a shadow of what it once was, 
and even the returns of our still val- 
uable cod fishery show increasing un- 
certainty in quantity and distribution. 
The growing number of trappers, the 
lack of protection, or the destruction 
of their food supplies, has made the 
annual winter fur hunt insufficient to 
maintain in comfort all who prosecute 
it, and that in spite of the immense 
increase in the price of pelts.
